PERMANENT CHAIRMAN C. A. THOMAS, 


In a Speech, Notes the Difference Be- 


tween ihe "Unhospitable Desert" of 


Fifty Years Ago, and ihe Popu- 


lous Slates of To-Day. 


OMAHA, Neb., Oct. 21.—The Trann- 


m isaissippl congress conveneil at 10 
o'clock yesterday morning, the attend- 
ance of delegates having increased two- 
fold since Monday evening1. Charles S. 
Thomas, of Denver, was recommended 
us permanent chairman. 
Vice-presi- 


dents from the different states were 
recommended. 
It also recommended 


that C. A. Atkinson be appointed per- 
manent secretary, and for tlio office of 
assistant secretary Henry S, Smith, of 
New Orleans, and second assistant sec- 
rerury O. \V. Crawford, o! Texas, were 
recommended. The committee also rec- 
ommended that it bo allowed to ap- 
pomt vico-presidents from the states 
not yet represented. 


The report of the committee on per- 


manent organization was adopted. 


In taking tho chair and making ac- 


knowledgments, 
Chairman Thomas 


went on to say: 


"It was said yesterday that yon rep- 


resented an empire and all that is in- 
cluded in the modern meaning of that 
comprehensive term. Fifty years ago 
Daniel Webster described the region 
bet woe n tho Missouri and the coast as 
iinhospltablc debert. The Pacific coast 
from tho British 
dominions to the 


honth, contained nothing but a waste 
of 
-barren lanil. To-day _ there are 


twelve blutes, containing over D.OOO,- 
000 inhabitants and covered by 300,000 
miles of railway over that desert de- 
voted to progress. Miners from the 
west and east braved the dangers of 
Indian warfare, and they are the men 
who first planted the banner of civili- 
sation along the western coast. They 
gave the states of Moutnnu, Colorado, 
Nevada, California nnd Wyoming ex- 
isti'iicc. 


As far back as 1873 was held tho 


meeting of the first irrigation congress. 
"What has been 
done biuce seemed 


clniiu-rical then, but nevertheless it 
culminated In the holding of the deep 
water convention, and to-day they arc 
be/ore us with a panorama that shows 
tlint the deep water is an accomplished 
fact."

DURING THE 
COUNTY CONVENTION. 


Nolly Reception of Win. O'Brien— 


Hissca and Cheers—The Sinister Cry 


of "Murderer"—Davltt to Con- 


teat for North Kilkenny. 


KILKENNY, Oct. 31.—When Mr. Win. 


O'Brien arrived here, yesterday, to at< 
tend tho county convention, ho w:vs 
met at the railway station by a grout 
crowd of people, who, upon seeing him 
emerge from tho waiting room, greeted 
him with mingled cheers and hisses. A 
strong police escort v>as drawn up in 
front of tho station, and as soon as J! r. 
O'firien had taken his place in the car- 
riage which the committee hod pro- 
vided for his use, tho officers formed 
in a square about it and tho progre 
to the hall began. 


As policemen and carriage inovd 


slowly along the enthusiastic cheers 
of 
Mr. O'Brien's 
admirers 
were 


met, and sometimes drowned, by tho 
ugly hissings and derisive jeers of thoso 
In the crowd who insisted In looking 
upon the occupant of tlio carriage as 
ono of the enemies of the dead Pur. 
ncll. 
Presently tho sinister cry of 


"murderer" was heard, and until the nr- 
rival of tho procession at its destina- 
tion this epithet fairly divided the hon 
ors of the occasion with both applause 
and hisses. 


Immediately upon Mr. O'Brien's ar- 


rival at the town hall, tho convention 
organized by electing that gentleman

AND THEIR MAIL. 


Postmaster Wanttmaker Advocates 


a Free Delivery System in 


Country Districts. 


AD orginized effort is under way among 


farmers in New York to secure from 
Congress free mail delivery in country 
towns. The Farmers' Alliance, Patrons 
of Husbandry and othsr orders are can. 
vaseing the matter. Letters are being 
written to Congressman in favor of the 
project, and petitions of Congress for 
free delivery are being circulated in many 
parts ot the country. Farmers assert 
that a daily mail delivery at their door 
will add perceptibly to the money value 
of their farms, and will be worth still 
more because it will keep them in touch 
with markets and the outside world and 
lob farm life of its isolation and monot- 
ony. The farmers are writing to the 
agricultural press that this convenience 
would enable them quite generally to 
take a daily paper, as well as to subscribe 
for the local papers more liberally, 


In (.the American Agriculturist for 


November Postmaster General Wana- 
maker states definitely, for the first time, 
that the experiment made by the Post 
Office Department for free delivery in 
farming Districts shows that the increase 
of revenne more^thim pays all the in- 
creased 
expense. 
He believes 
that 


universal free delivery would therefore 
be self-sustaining. 


Mr. Wanatnaker's article also contains 


this statement of the case: 


While postal service keeps pace with 


the growth ot the towns the farmers, 
qanrrymen, blacksmiths, millers and 
artisans, all paying the regulation rate B 
of postage, are left to get their mail ns 
best they can from the post office in the 
village or at the railway station, 


In a hamlet of 100 houses, perhaps 


sixty persons from the village and the 
vicinage make a daily pilgrimage ot a 
distance of from one block to :;wo miles 
from the home to the post oillea to find 
out whether there is any mail or not, 
and hundreds more persons within the 
circle of the office do not Bud it conven- 
ient to go to the post office oftener than 
once a week. One hundred or more 
persons each day, in all. weathers, nre 
making tripe to the post office, often at 
great personal inconvenience and dis- 
comfort, when a single carrier could once 
or twiod each day make the ronnd of the 
village and distribute the mail, and save 
tha hundred a daily unnecessary tramp, 
collecting at the same time from the 
letter boxes, located at the atreot corners 
the mail to be forwarded. A newspaper 
brought every day to the door of the 
farmer or workman who has no one to 
yo to the post office for it would find a 
thankful subscriber and light a new 
lamp in the household,
